(b)  MEAT  and  other  FOODS. 


On  the  14th  January  1940^  slaugntering  was  controlled  by  the 
Ministry  of  Food  and  the  slaugnterhouses  in  the  district  v/ere  put 
out  of  use^  all  slaughtering  taking  place  at  Birminghara  Abattoirs. 

A central  distribution  depot  ..■'as  established  in  Bromsgrove^^  wnich 
serves  the  Rural  District  as  v/ell  as  the  Urban  District  butchers. 
Regular  visits  nave  been  aiaae  to  the  depot  by  tne  Sanitary  Inspector 
for  the  purpose  of  examining  the  neat^  aio  it  was  found  to  be 
necessary  to  call  Birmingham's  attention  to  the  condition  of  some  of 
the  meat  sent. 


During  the  year  144  visits  were  made  to  slaugnter  houses, 
food  preparing  premises  and  general  food  premises.  The  totc..l 
weight  of  food  surrendered  was  Iton.  Icwt.  Igr , POlbs,  details 
which  will  be  found  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector's  report. 


Slaughterhouses . Report  was  made  to  the  Council  concerning 
the  condition  of  the  slaugnterhouses  in  the  District,  It  -was 
decided  to  send  specifications  of  the  work  required  to  be  aone  at 
eleven  slaughterhouse and  not  to  issue  licences  in  respect  of  the 
following ,

for  examination.  Legal  proceedings  were  instituted  in  respect 
of  four  samples  of  milk,  and  total  fines  of  £4.  and  £9,  9,  0 costs 
were  inflicted.
